GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST - PARISH & 
DEANERY MAGAZINES 

The ‘cri de coeur’ from our Clifton 
Correspondent (March DN) is my excuse for 
bringing you news from that village as reported 
in the final years of the 19" century. The then 
Editor must have been of tolerant disposition 
because the Clifton report quite often runs to a 
full page ! The yearly report issued to Clifton 
School by Her Majesty’s Inspector was made 
known in full. Luckily children and teachers did 
not have to hang their heads. Words like 
“Creditably taught in Elementary subjects... 
Grammar satisfactory.. History is pretty well 
known... Geography good in lower school but 
rather weak in upper... Needlework” (in some 
years) “is carefully done” but (in others) is 
“unsatisfactory... Then came the Deanery 
Inspector to test the children in Scripture and 
Catechism, the knowledge of which is “not 
large... but the children answer with readiness.” 
Apart from these, no doubt dreaded examinations,

WAS THE TCHURE A JEWRY ? by FRANK STEINER 
Tn the DN, November ’99, the Editor asked for any evidence for the suggestion that there had been 
a Jewish community in Deddington in the Middle Ages and that the word ‘Tchure” was a 
corruption of “Jewry”. The suggestion rose from a correspondence in the Questions and Answers 
page of Country Life (16.9.99) on the origins of the word ‘tchure’, perhaps triggered by a similar 
correspondence in our own columns a few months before. In his Country Life letter, Mr. Leopold 
Chambers attributed the term to a mediaeval Jewry and specifically mentioned Deddington and its 
Jewish “wond’rous cakes’, quoting Langbourn’s Historie of the Countie of Oxford as his primary 
source. 
Having looked for evidence fairly widely, I think that none exists. Since it is impossible to prove a 
negative, one cannot swear to there never having been a Jewish community here and although the 
details given bristle with improbabilities, it did seem worth pursuing this particular hare along a 
number of false trails. In doing so I was grateful for help from the Librarian of the Reform Club in 
London, from past and present staff of the Museums of Banbury and the City of Oxford and of the 
Centre for Banburyshire Studies and of that for Oxfordshire Studies at the Oxford Central Library. 
It seemed unlikely that there would have been any Jewish communities in Oxfordshire, outside 
Oxford itself, but in a legal document of 1242 there is reference to a “Vaalyn and Moses of 
Banbury, listed as Jews”. If there were Jews some 24 miles outside Oxford, why not also at 17 
miles distance? We do not know. Also, in the course of a series of lectures at the Museum of 
Oxford in 1992, a paper was presented on Jewish Communities in Oxfordshire (italics mine). This 
title did not make clear that the paper dealt with the “hitherto unknown” Jews of Banbury in and 
after the 18" century. There have been Tchures in many towns and villages and particularly in the 
Banbury area. They cannot possibly all have been mediaeval Jewries, and to suggest that the word 
has this meaning only for Deddington is a coincidence too far. 
The final doubt about the whole question stems from the fact that Mr. Chambers’ alleged primary 
evidence does not seem to exist ! There is no trace of Langbourm’s Historie, in any archaic or 
modern spelling, on the Internet, at the Centre for Oxfordshire Studies, the Bodleian Library before 
and after 1640 and the British Library’s Catalogue of Printed Books. If, as I suspect, the 
apparently 17" century book quoted is a figment of Mr. Chambers’ fertile imagination, the whole 
report is simply a high spirited and ingenious hoax. 
(There may have been no hare to catch, but the coursing has been a splendid exercise. Ed)

Apart from the Narcissi we have Primroses, Scillas, Anemones, Dog Violets and early Iris 
in bloom. | have lots of Limnanthes seeds over from the autumn (the Poached Egg edging 
plant). !f any reader would like some, please call me on 338251.

NEWS FROM CLIFTON 

The memories of many Cliftonians have been of John Bannerman of Victoria Terrace, who died last 
month. John was born in Farthinghoe in 1916 and moved to Clifton as a small boy when his father 
came to work on the Garrets’ Farm. Soon afterwards his father died of blood poisoning, leaving John 
with five younger brothers and sisters. The whole village was very concerned for Alice and her young 
family and the farmer Frank Garrret honoured his promise to find a job for each of the boys when they 
left school. As they grew up the boys moved away from the farm and John and his mother moved to a 
cottage in Chapel Close. On December 2, 1950 John started work for the Welfords at Boulderdyke 
Farm where he remained until the early 1990s, working part time in later years. Donald Welford was 
pleased to have such a reliable man on his team and over the years John became skilled at looking 
after the chickens. In his spare time John cared for his pig, which was his pride and joy during the 
50s, and his garden. He took a keen interest in football and regularly tried his luck on the pools. As a 
younger man, John could often be seen swimming in the river on warm days. Those who knew him 
over the years remember his devotion to his mother, especially in her latter years. Donald Welford 
said: “As a friend and employer J will always remember John as a man who was never unpleasant to 
anyone, nor ever spoke ill of anyone. If he had a fault, it was that he was far too generous to his 
friends and neighbours”. I will end with a warning to parents: village children have been seen playing 
in St James’s farmhouse.

Lambing is now almost over for this year with less than 100 ewes " i) a pee 
and 40 tegs to go. The tegs should lamb in mid-April (a teg is ebb ted] Meee Rs Bs 
a ewe lamb which was born last year). It has been a fast and furious time with long 
days and ever longer nights. The ‘fall’ of lambs has been good, with high birth weights: 
one ewe produced twins which weighed in at 15 and 25lbs. The mild weather has meant 
that the ewes have gone out with plenty of grass in front of them but as the blackthorn 
has just started to flower | expect we shall get a cold spell which will slow down the 
grass growth. Unfortunately we did have a few visits from Mr. Fox in the floodlit 
paddocks and the kind gentleman driving a van who repatriated 2 mange-ridden urban 
foxes early one Saturday morning will not be getting a 'wish you were here’ card from 
them! Perhaps | should add a reminder to the many footpath walkers who take their 
dogs with them to please keep your pet on a lead when near livestock and do not let 
them hunt the hedgerows, as many birds are now nesting. If your dog comes into 
contact with a mange-infected fox it could be very debilitating for your pet and very 
expensive for you. 

The cereal and oil seed rape crops have now all had their first dressing of fertilizer and 
will soon be due for a second. It was nice to be able to drive ‘on the top’ and leave 
the field with clean wheels but | hope this is not the start of a drought. 

Most of the bees have come through the winter well. { shall soon have to get them 
ready for the Spring. This year | have imported 5 nuclei colonies from New Zealand (2k 
of bees and a queen in each), This should save time in the Spring and they should be 
producing honey much earlier. It's a new way of doing things but could be worth a try. 
The rooks are nesting at Bowman's Bridge, the curlews are back on the meadows and 
the swallows should soon return. Well, it's 4.30am, the workshop Robin is singing in the 
cherry tree under the yard light and all is quiet in the sheep barn. 9 doubles and a set 
of triplets have been born since 8pm.

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THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for April 1850: 

2nd APRIL - We left for Oxford to visit Robert at Radley as promised. We started for Radley 
where we arrived safely (tho' we had a tipsy post boy to drive us), and found Robert looking 
remarkably well and in capital spirits. We found Willy had found his way there from 
Marlborough - having a 10 hours leave of absence - much to Robert's surprise and 
astonishment. I gave a sovereign to the head boy in the band towards purchasing a large new 
drum of 12 guineas value, and also subscribed a sovereign for Robert to the Boating Club. 
The post boy, already tipsy, went to Abingdon and got quite drunk - and fell off the box of 
the Fly, luckily without much hurting himself. 1! drove the Fly home to Oxford, where | 
interceded with Venables for the driver on account of his wife and 7 children to prevent his 
being discharged, which otherwise would have been the case. 

8th APRIL - | called at the factory and saw our new axle trees making there. 

11th APRIL ~ | married my niece, Sarah Anne Hearn, to Mr. Samuel Newman, Solicitor, in the 
Parish Church of Buckingham. 

14th APRIL ~ Mr. F. Wilson went to Hempton to officiate for the first time in a room duly 
licensed by the Bishop for the purpose of holding Divine Service there, till the new Chapel is 
erected as at present contemplated by the munificence of the Wilson family, and Hempton 
shall be annexed to Lower Worton and severed from Deddington. There was an overflowing 
congregation. 

i8th APRIL - | heard from a clergyman in America asking for information about Richard Powers 
of this place formerly, now a Serjeant in 60th Rifles supposed to be at Quebec in Canada. 
20th APRIL ~ Holford and ! started for Oxford and New College in the open carriage, and saw 
the rooms he is to occupy. 

30th APRIL - The bell tolled here minute time for 3 hours for poor Sir Thomas Cartwright (one 
of the Lords of this Manor) of Aynho - Her Majesty's Ambassador at Stockholm, where he died 
on the |7th at the age of 60 or thereabouts.
